The 
shape of the crystals and the ma- 
terials forming them, combine to ab- 
sorb part of the light, leaving the 
rest to the rays to be reflected as 
brilliant color.

| freezing. One of the strangest uses 
is the illumination of duck. farms.

ECAUSE modern cameras and 
modern film make it possible for 
us to achieve happy results with 
very little knowledge of how our 
camerag function, many of us do not 
bother to find out, but we will more 
often get better pictures if we know 
enough about our cameras to under- 

stand what they're up to. 

Any camera is simply a light-tight 
box or chamber, with a film at one 
end and a bit of optical glass, called 
a lens, at the other. Add to that a 
contrivance for admitting light un- 
der control into the box, through the 
lens to the film, and you have the es- 
sentials of a camera. 

The size of the lens and the extent 
to which it is opened are important. 
When the lens opening is large, a lot 
of light is let into the camera to re- 
cord the picture.on the film, That's 
all very well, but lenses do not do 
their best “wide open’ in giving 
sharp images of all objects both near 
and far. When you want sharp, 
élean-cut detail from foreground to 
distance, as in a good landscape pic- 

ture, you have to use a small lens 


only in picturing an individual or a 
compact group, as in the dog pic- 
ture you can safely use a 
relatively larger opening if you fo- 
cus carefully. Indistinct detail be- 
yond doesn’t matter so much, in fact 
often helps to accentuate the prin- 
cipal subject. 

In virtually all cameras there is 
some means of changing the size of 
the lens opening. In most box cam- 
eras you pull out a little lide at the 
top of the camera. In most folding 
cameras there is another type of ad- 
jJustment called a diaphragm, with 
which a greater Variety cf openings 
can be obtained. 

In most diaphragm types, the ma- 
jor settings are shown by numerals

which have a meaning in terms of 
the ratio between the diameter of 
the lens opening and the distance _ 
from the lens to the film. In desig- 
nating these settings, the letter f. is 
used. When you see that a picture 
was made with the lens at f.11, it 
means that the opening of the lens 
was 1/11th of the lens-to-film dis- 
tance. It happens that f.11 is a good, 
average opening, neither too large 
nor too small. In fact some inexpen- 
sive cameras have a fixed opening, 
or aperture, of about that ratio. 
Smaller openings, £.16 or f.22, for. © 
exainple, cut down the amount of 
light entering the lens, Consequent- 
ly, given the same light conditions, 
longer exposures are required. 

That brings us to another gadget 
which, in terms of time, also con- 
trols the amount of light that enters 
the lens—the shutter. For most ordi-‘. 
nary snapshots, a shutter that opens 
and closes in about 1/25th second is 
entirely adequate. In fact, this shut- 
ter speed, coupled with an opening 
of f.11, is so nearly right for average 
outdoor conditions that it is a kind 
of magic formula. Shutter speeds 
eecond are seldom. 
needed except for pictures of rapidly 
moving objects, and then with a 
larger lens opening; otherwise, not 
enough light would be admitted. 

Lenses, by the way, are rated ac- .. 
cording to the largest opening at 
which they work. You hear camera 
fans talking about £.6.3 lenses, f.4.5 
lenses, and even f.2.0 lenses: These 
“fast” lenses are wonderful things; ~ 
they'll get pictures under the poor- 
est kind of light and they do have 
that extra speed when you need it. 
But even so, they all work better if 
the subject has adequate light with 
the-resulting opportunity to stop 
down (usé a smaller opening) for 
the sake of sharper detail.

: Unearthing Hidden Wealth 


Almost daily new testimony of the great potentialities of hidden 
wealth in the form of natural gas and petroleum as well as metallic min- 
erals of great value awaiting exploration and development somewhere be- 
neath the surface soil. of “the three prairie provinces, and possibly in 
enormous quantities, is brought to light. 

Evidence of the existence of untold mineral riches from the foothills 
of the Rocky Mountains to the mud flats bordering the large lakes of 
Manitoba and from the international boundary to the Arctic circle and be- 
yond is revealed from time to time in seepages and sparse outcroppings, in 
the results of ‘geological surveys and in the findings of experts who.are 
sounding and tapping the terrain and compiling data in increasing numbers, 
from year to year.

creasingly important role and will probably hasten the day when much of 
this hidden wealth will be uncovered and-tonverted to the use of mankind 
for the benefit of these three provinces and their peoples. 

The use of-the aeroplane in the past two or thrée years is speeding up) 
the work of mapping out the most likély areas and this is being followed | 
up by trained men equipped with the most modern scientific instruments 
in* unprecedented efforts ‘to locate great veins of gold and Silver, copper 
and zinc qnd, oo pools of oil and big deposits of gas and other forms of 
mineral ri 

Even beers these modern methods of locating and wresting wealth 
from unseen depths were made available, concrete indications of its exist- 
ence were evident in such discoveries as the Turner Valley oil and gas fields | 
in Alberta, copper and gold in Manitoba and the more recent finds of gold! 
in the Athabasca’ Lake region in Saskatchewan, to mention only a few of, 
-them. 

Some of these daposite have already been developed and others are’ 
being turned into production, but even. jin these known fields cumulative | 
evidence points to the probability that only the surface has yet been’ 


scratched, as witness the recent discovery of the existence. of oil, presum- | 
ably in large quantities, at hitherto untapped depths just beyond the out- 
skirts of the known Turner Valley field. 

And outside the known and already productive fields is'a vast territory 
which, if credence is to be given the weight of evidence and belief of scien- 
tific authorities, has perhaps even greater possibilities: 

The discovery by Major Howard, Winnipeg geologist, of definite fold- 
ing of sub strata in south western Manitoba recently prompted Dorsey 
Hager of New York, a geologist of international repute and author of 
standard works on fie!d geology, to express his conviction that there is 
every reason to suppose that the whole of Saskatchewan, the greater part of 
Alberta and part of Manitoba are sitting over a vast potential oil and 
gas field. 

Such a possibility has been suspected for some time but Mr. Hager 
wisely drew attention to the difficulties which must be encountered before 
this great wealth can be tapped with any degree of reasonable certainty 
and intimated that recovery of these riches is likely to entail large expendi- 
tures of capital because of the peculiar geological conformation of the 
country. 

For example, Mr. Hager pointed out that the residents of the Lloyd- 
minster district.on the Alberta-Saskatchewan boundary who were fortunate 
enough to strike gas in commercial quantities on the strength of sketchy 
geological reports compiled in Ottawa were taking a gamble with odds of 
500 to one against them and that “even where a dome or anticline is 
located in a known field by experienced men the chances are only “one in 
three that oil or gas will be found in commercial quantities.” 

The difficulties of locating hidden mineral wealth are great enough in 
countries where exposed outcroppings are frequent and where geological 
sub-strata is regular but these handicaps are multiplied a hundredfold in 
a territory overlain by glacial drift and where the sub-strata is subjected | 
to frequent faults as in the prairie provinces. 

All of which is tantamount to saynig that. the senechs for mineral 
wealth in Western Canada is essentially a rich man’s game and that the great

Shown To Be On Upgrade In Five 
Economic Areas 

Ottawa. Employment is on the 
upgrade in Canada, and each of the 
five economic areas showed a gain in 
the number at work on July 1 com- 
pared with June 1 and also in com- 
parison with July 1, 1935, according 
to a report issued by the Dominion) 
bureau of statistics. 

Of the eight cities for which fig- 
ures are available increased activity | 
was. shown in Torontd,” Ottiwa,: 
Hamilton, Winnipeg and Vancouver, 
while Montreal, Quebec and Windsor, | 
Ont., showed declines. 

Reports from 9,744 employers 
show 987,955 persons at work on) 
July 1 compared with 963,401. the 
preceding month. On July 1, last 
year, 9,323 reported 934,262 em- 
ployed. The gain of 24,554 was the 
biggest increase between June. 1 and 
July 1 ‘in the preceding years. 

Contrary to the usual trend at 
July 1, employment in manufactur-. 
fing showed advancement over the 
previous month with most of the 
gain recorded in the. food, lumber 
and pulp and paper groups. Mining, 
with the exception of coal, communi- 
cations services, transportation and 

. construction and maintenance also 
showed considerable improvement. 
All the increases, with the excep- 
tion of that in construction, exceed- 
ed the average gains from June 1 to 
July 1 for the past 15 years.

Build More Ships 


Britain Plans Construction Of Two 
New Battleships 


London.—Plans for construction of 
two new battleships included in the! 
1937 naval rearmament program! 
were announced in the House of| 
Commons by Sir Samuel Hoare, first} 
lord of the admiralty. 

Sir Samuel said construction would | 
begin in January, 1937, with final! 
details as to the cost to be negotiated 
later with the contractors. 

“Arrangemens for laying down 
these ships,” the first lord told the 
commons, “are being made in’ full 
accord with the declared policy of 
His Majesty's government to press 
on with naval replacement and the 
new ‘constriction program with all 
possible speed.” 205.2 

The five-power Washington naval 
treaty with its limitations on de- 
fence, lapses at the end of this year 
and a tri-power accord comes into 
effect. / ;
